Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  administration  of  the  County. 

Birth  Rate. — The  rate  for  the  County  was  15.5  per 
1000,  and  shows  a continued  decline,  but  there  is  still  a propor- 
tion of  births  over  death  ; during  1928,  this  amounted  to  55. 
I he  birth  rate  is  higher  in  the  Rural  than  the  Urban  Districts 
(page  8j, 


Death  Rate. — The  crude  rate  for  the  County  was  13 
and  the  standardised  rate  9.5  per  1000  of  the  population  ; the 
death  rate  for  the  Rural  Districts  was  slightly  lower  than  that 
of  the  Urban  Districts. 

Infantile  Mortality,— The  rate  for  the  County  was  80 
per  1000  births,  compared  with  53  for  the  5 years  1923—27.  The 
percentage  of  breast-fed  infants  is  still  too  low,  at  least  90  per 
cent  and  over  should  be  breast-fed.  Infant  Mortality  is  greater 
among  artificially  fed  infants,  and  Rickets  almost  invariably 
occurs  among  such  infants. 

Maternal  Mortality.— This  is  still  high.  Information 
is  given  on  pages  13  & 14.  In  Table  III.  Appendix  of  my  Annual 
Report  for  1927,  I gave  the  number  of  deaths  from  Puerperal 
Sepsis  and  Other  Accidents  and  Diseases  of  Pregnancy  since  1911. 

Orthopaedic  Scheme.— Particulars  are  given  on  page 
17  If  deformities  are  detected  early  and  remedial  measures 
adopted,  it  is  possible  to  prevent  crippling. 
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Artificial  Light  Treatment. — Particulars  of  Treat- 
ment of  infants  at  the  Baths,  Llandrindod  Wells,  are  given  on 
page  17. 


Tuberculosis. — There  were  15  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
and  2 from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  1928  ; the  rates 
being  .684  and  .091  per  1000  respectively.  There  has  been  some 
decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  last  5 years,  particu- 
lars in  regard  to  rates  per  1000  of  population  for  Radnorshire  and 
England  and  Wales  are  as  follows  : —

I have  referred  in  previous  Reports  to  the  importance  of 
proper  feeding,  and  this  especially  applies  to  children  ; at  the 
present  time  the  nutrition  of  over  one  third  of  the  children  medi- 
cally inspected  at  the  Elementary  Schools  is  below  normal. 


Other  Infectious  Diseases  :— Smallpox  is  on  the  in- 
crease in  England  and  Wales  on  account  of  the  decrease  of  vac- 
cination, it  is  therefore  necessary  that  Hospital  provision  shou 
b„  made  ; it  is  also  necessary  that  there  should  be  adequate 
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accomodation  for  other  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  such  as  Scar- 
let Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever,  etc.  This  matter  is 
referred  to  on  page  23. 

Under  Section  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929, 
your  Authority  is  asked  to  make  a survey  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Mental  Disease. — This  is  referred  to  on  page  28  ; it 
is  desirable  that  early  cases  of  mental  disease  should  be  seen  at  a 
clinic  and  that  a certain  number  of  beds  for  early  cases  should  be 
provided.  At  the  present  time  a good  deal  of  money  is  being 
spent  on  the  treatment  of  cases  at  the  Mental  Hospital,  which,  if 
treated  in  the  early  stages,  would  never  have  been  certified  as 
insane. 


Housing. — I gave  detailed  information  in  regard  to 
housing  on  pages  34  and  37  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1927, 
1 here  are  a number  of  persons  in  the  County,  in  the  Urban  and 
Rural  districts,  living  in  insanitary  houses,  and  under  conditions 
of  overcrowding. 

There  is  need  for  greater  activity  on  the  part  of  the 
Local  Sanitary  Authorities,  more  particularly  the  Rural.  In 
two  of  the  Urban  Districts,  and  in  only  one  of  the  Rural  Dis- 
tricts, viz,,  Colwyn,  is  there  a fully  qualified  Sanitary  Inspector, 
It  is  desirable  that  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  shold  combine  to- 
gether for  the  purpose  of  appointing  properly  qualified  Sanitary 
Inspectors.  Reference  is  made  to  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers) 
Act,  1926,  on  page  35  ; it  is  disappointing  that  so  little  as  been 
done  under  this  Act,  which  should  prove  very  useful,  especially 
in  the  Rural  Districts. 

Under  the  Housing  Act,  1924,  houses  can  be  erected 
by  a Local  Authority  or  a Society  and  let  at  a moderate  rent.  A 

contribution  can  be  obtained  from  the  Government  of  £12-10-0 

per  annum  (to  be  increased  to  £14)  if  the  house  is  situated  in  an 
agricultural  parish,  and  this  sum  is  paid  annually  for  a period  of 
40  years  ; certain  conditions  are  attached  to  the  letting. 
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General  Remarks. — The  treatment  of  disease  is  ex- 
pensive, and  this  especially  applies  to  Tuberculosis,  Smallpox 
and  Mental  Disease,  it  is  therefore  economical  to  prevent  disease. 

The  cost  of  the  Public  Health  and  allied  services  dur- 
ing the  year  1927 — 28  amounted  to  a rate  of  3.72d.  in  the  pound, 
made  up  fi<;  follows  : — Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  .57d.  ; 
Venereal  Diseases  .002d.  / Tuberculosis  1.4d.;  Welfare  of  the 
Blind  .05d.  ; Other  Public  Health  Services  .5 1 d.  ; School  Medi- 
cal Service  l.l5d.  ; Mental  Deficiency  .04d.  The  amount  spent 
is  relatively  small  in  comparison  with  the  cost  of  other  services 
under  your  County  Council,  and  a greater  return  is  obtained. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  those 
members  of  the  County  Council,  who  have  given  me  their  sup- 
port, and  to  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance.

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  in  the  County  during 
1928,  was  27  compared  with  i'O  in  1927;  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  (no.  of  deaths  under  one  year  per  1,000  births)  was  80  com- 
pared with  52  in  1928. 

Of  the  deaths  8 (4  males,  and  4 females)  occured  in  the 
Urban  Districts  and  19  (8  males,  and  11  females)  in  the  Rural 
Districts, 

Four  deaths  (3  males,  1 female)  of  illegitimate  infants 
occurred  in  the  Rural  Districts,  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
calculated  on  the  26  illegitimate  births  is  J 54,  compared  with  a 
rate  of  73  in  connection  with  legitimate  births.

DIARRHOEA  AND  ENTERITIS. 

Under  the  age  of  2 years,  one  death  occurred  in  the  Rural 
District  of  Colwyn.  The  death  rate  per  1,000  births  was  3 com- 
pared with  a rate  of  7 for  England  and  Wales.  l'he  rate  lor  the 
County  for  the  5 years,  1921 — 23  was  6'2. 

DEATHS  OF  INFANTS,  aged  1 to  5 years. 

Nine  deaths  occurred,  viz.,  of  6 males,  from  Bronchitis  (1), 
Violence  (2)  and  other  diseases  '3),  and  3 females  from  Bion- 
chitis  fl),  and  Pneumonia  {!);  one  half  of  the  total  number  of 
deaths  were  from  Respiratory  Disease. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  ; 2 deaths 
occurred  at  the  age  period  25-45  years,  one  in  the  Urban  District 
of  Presteigne  and  the  other  in  the  Rural  District  of  Rhayader, 
from  other  diseases  of  pregnancy. 

A woman  aged  27  years  died  from  Pulmonary  Embolism  on 
September  9th.  There  had  been  previously  a normal  labour 
The  other  woman  ('multipara)  aged  36  years,  did  not  send  for 
the  midwife  until  some  time  after  labour  had  started,  delivery 
was  normal,  but  post-partum  Haemorrhage  occurred  8 hours  after 
medical  aid  was  obtained  ; the  patient  died  from  Embolism, 
14  hours  after  delivery. 

In  Table  III,  Appendix,  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1927,  I gave 
particulars  of  maternal  deaths  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  and  other 
Accidents  and  Diseases  of  Pregnancy  in  each  sanitary  district  in 
Radnorshire  since  1911;  the  rates  are  given  on  pages  18  and  19.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS— During  1928  the  number 
of  births  notified  was  341  (live  327,  still  14)  ; of  these  278  were 
notified  bv  midwives,  12  by  matrons  of  hospitals  and  nursing 
homes,  49  by  doctors,  1 by  parents,  and  1 by  handy-woman. 
From  the  returns  supplied  by  the  Registrars  of  the  Districts  and 
otherwise,  it  was  ascertained  that  3 live  births  had  not  been 
notified.  Altogether  99  per  cent  of  live  births  were  notified. 

REGISTRATION  OF  STILL  BIRTHS— The  Deaths 
Registration  Act,  1926  came  into  operation  on  1st  July,  1927.

Nos.  11  and  12  were  Hospital  cases  and  No.  13  was  in  a 
Poor  Law  Institution. 


No.  5,  the  mother  was  dirty  and  careless  and  the  home  was 
dirty. 

There  were  no  illegitimate  cases  ; in  Nos.  10  & 12  there  had 
been  no  previous  confinements.  The  urine  was  examined  in  a 
cases  except  No.  1 ; albumen  was  found  in  No.  2 
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HEALTH  VISITING. 


The  whole  of  the  County  is  now  covered  for  this  purpose. 
With  the  exception  of  Rhayader  area,  the  whole  County  is  cov- 
ered by  District  Nursing  Associations,  and  the  duties  of  Health 
Visitor  and  School  Nurse  are  undertaken  by  their  Nurses.  At  the 
end  of  December,  1923,  there  were  in  addition  to  the  Superinten- 
dent Nurse,  1 whole  time  Nurse  and  18  subsidised  Nurses;  the 
latter  under  16  District  Nursing  Associations.

Of  90  infants  visited  in  1928,  who  reached  the  age  of  9 
months  within  the  year,  55  (61 '1  per  cent  ) -were  entirely  breast 
fed,  17  (18  9 per  cent)  were  breast  fed  for  a time,  7 (7’8  per  cent) 
were  breast  fed  and  artificially  fed,  and  11  ( 1 2' 2 per  cent)  arti- 
ficially fed  ; in  the  17  cases  where  breast  feeding  was  carried  out

In  59%  the  feeding  was  for  1—3  months  only. 

The  reasons  given  for  artificial  feeding  during  1928,  in  11 
cases  were  as  follows  : — ill-health  of  mother  8 ; insufficient 
milk  3.  In  6 cases  no  adequate  reason  was  given  ; one  infant 
was  illegitimate. 

Of  35  babies  artificially  fed,  the  feeding  was  as  follows  : — 
cows’  milk  26  ; condensed  milk  6;  patent  foods  3. 

The  kind  of  feeding  bottle  in  use  is  very  important,  infor- 
mation was  obtained  in  94  cases  ; in  86  a boat-shaped  bottle 
with  an  indiarubber  teat  was  used,  and  in  8 cases  a bottle  with 
a long  indiarubber  tube. 

Twenty-six  children  were  provided  with  comforters  (dum- 
mies,) ; these  are  a frequent  source  of  flatulence  and  other  troub- 
les. It  was  ascertained  that  240  babies  (the  majority,)  slept  with 
their  mothers  and  88  in  a cot  ; the  danger  of  overlaying  is  well- 
known.  In  connection  with  15  the  clothing  was  unsatisfactory. 

Seventeen  houses  were  damp  and  3 were  in  a bad  state  of 
repair;  in  3 houses  the  sanitary  conveniences  were  in  a bad  con- 
dition, and  one  house  was  without  a sanitary  convenience;  3 
houses  were  overcrowded,  and  in  4 the  houses  were  dirty  and 
also  the  inmates.  There  was  insufficient  fresh  air  in  29  houses, 
and  in  34  the  lighting  and  ventilation  were  poor. 

I am  indebted  to  Miss  Lansdown,  Superintendent  Nurse  and 
Inspector  of  Midwives,  for  summarising  the  information  in  regard 
to  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitors.

Useful  work  is  being  carried  out  at  the  various  centres.  A 
larger  attendance  of  infants  1 — 5 is  desired.  This  matter  was 
referred  to  on  page  16,  Annual  Report  for  1926. 


During  the  year,  cards  giving  particulars  in  regard  to  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  County,  were  distributed  to  the 
Post  Offices  and  Sub.  Post  Offices  in  the  County. 


Artificial  Light  Clinic — During  the  first  and  second  quar- 
ters of  the  year,  treatment  was  carried  out  in  connection  with 
the  Llandrindod  Wells  Centre,  at  the  Baths,  High  St.  Alto- 
gether 1 1 children  were  treated  (4  boys  and  7 girls),  the  ages 
being  as  follows  : — 5 under  1 year,  3,  4,  6,  10  and  11  months,  and 
6 aged  1 year  (2),  2(1),  3 vears  (3)  respectively.  The  infants 
suffered  from  the  following  Diseases  : — Rickets  4,  Prematurity  2, 
Anaemia  2,  Debility  2 and  Cyanosis  1.  The  total  attendances 
were  126;  the  average  varying  from  9 to  14  times;  treatment  was 
carried  out  3 times  weekly.  A mercury  vapour  lamp  was  used. 

Doctors  Murray  & Goulden,  who  supervised  the  treatment, 
reported  that  the  improvement  in  most  of  the  infants  was  rather 
striking.  The  premature  babies  made  good  progress,  in  one  case 
the  increase  in  weight  was  5 lbs.  at  the  end  of  treatment,  the 
initial  weight  being  t>|lbs,  The  case  of  Cyanosis  also  improved 
a good  deal,  the  condition  extended  from  the  legs  up  to  the 
knees  and  elbows,  and  at  the  end  of  treatment  was  confined  to 
the  soles  of  the  feet. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  SCHEME. 


On  pages  25  and  26  of  my  Annual  School  Report  for  1927, 
I referred  to  the  County  Scheme  : 

There  were  5 new  cases  (2  boys  and  3 girlsj,  total  attendan- 
ces 33  (Llandrindod  Wells  Centre  25,  Hereford  8)  and  4 old  cases 
(boys),  total  attendances  34  (Llandrindod  Wells  Centre  31, 
Craven  Arms  3). 


Of  the  new  cases,  a boy7,  8 weeks  suffered  from  Congenital 
Club  Foot,  a boy  and  girls  [twins]  aged  1 year  6 months  from 
Rickets  [bowing  of  legs],  and  a girl  1 year,  from  Talipes 
quinus.  In  connection  with  the  old  cases  the  defects  were 
Paralysis  2 [Spinal  Paraplegia  and  Cerebial  Diplega], 
Congenital  Flat  Foot  [1]  and  Torticollis  [1],

Of  the  30  midwives  who  notified  their  intention  to  practice, 
one  left  the  County,  2 were  temporarily  employed,  one  bona-fide 
midwife  gave  up  practice  and  her  name  was  removed  from  the 
roll,  and  there  were  26  on  the  roll  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Hospital  Treatment — During  1928,  7 women  were  treated 
at  the  Llandrindod  Wells  Hospital  under  arrangements  made  by 
your  Authority. 

The  particulars  of  the  cases  are  as  follows  : 

(1)  Age  19  years,  admitted  from  Abbeycwnrhir  Parish  on 
February  1 4th  and  discharged  on  April  5th,  First  pregnaney. 
Rise  of  temparature  to  104  o F.  two  days  after  birth  of  living 
child. 

(2)  Age  40  years;  admitted  from  Howey  on  March  23rd  and 
discharged  on  April  14th.  First  pregnancy.  Patient  had  dang- 
erous varicose  veins,  and  there  was  a history  of  post-partum 
haemorrhage;  the  home  conditions  were  bad.  A male  living 
child  was  born  and  patient  made  a good  recovery. 

(3)  Age  26  years;  admitted  from  Llanbadarnfynydd  Parish 
on  April  21st  and  discharged  on  June  26th.  Third  pregnancy. 
Ante-partum  haemorrhage  before  admission,  which  ceased  before 
discharge. 

(4)  Aged  27  years;  admitted  from  Llanfihangel  Rhydithon 
Parish  on  August  28th  and  discharged  on  September  21st. 
Previous  labour  difficult;  contracted  pelvis,  still-birth,  induction 
of  premature  labour  at  8|  months,  and  a male  living  child  born. 

(5)  Age  33  years;  admitted  from  Llanfihangel  Rhydithon 
Parish  on  November  8th  and  discharged  on  December  1st.  Third 
pregnancy.  Was  admitted  to  the  Hospital  in  July,  1927  for  induc- 
tion of  premature  labour  on  account  of  contracted  pelvis.  Pre. 
mature  labour  was  again  induced  and  a living  female  child  was 
born  on  November  14th.

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

Under  Part  II.  of  the  Midwives  and  Maternity  Homes 
Act,  1926,  the  Spa  Nursing  Home,  Llandrindod  Wells,  was 
registered  on  the  28th  January,  1927,  and  ceased  to  be  a Home 
after  the  premises  were  vacated  in  April,  1928. 

The  Wingfield  and  Trevaldwyn  Nursing  Homes  Llandrindod 
Wells,  were  registered  as  Nursing  Homes  on  August  3rd,  1928, 
under  the  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act.,  1927,  Trevaldwyn 
ceased  to  be  a Home  in  September,  1928,  when  the  premises  were 
vacated.  Maternity,  Surgical  and  Medical  cases  are  treated  at 
the  Wingfield  Home.

Scarlet  Fever — This  disease  was  prevalent  in  Howey  and 
in  Cwmdauddwr  and  Rhayader  during  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year.  It  also  occurred  in  the  parish  of  Llandilo  Graban  during 
the  last  quarter.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 


Diphtheria — Particulars  are  given  in  the  Table  on  the  prev- 
ious page.  The  largest  ; number  of  cases  ( 6 ) occurred  in  the 
Rhayader  Rural  District  ; there  were  3 cases  in  the  Presteign 
Urban  District  and  Knighton  Rural  Districts  respectively.  One 
death  occur; ed  in  Llandiindod  Wells  Urban  District,  at  the  age 
period,  15 — 25  ^ears  and  one  in  the  Knighton  Rural  District  at 
the  age  period  of  5 — 15  years. 


Measles — This  disease  occured  in  Llanyre,  Llangullo, 
Aberedw  and  Beguildy  Parishes  during  the  first  quarter  ; in  Dis- 
serth  and  Trecoed  in  the  second  quarter;  in  Llansantlfraed, 
Rhulen,  and  Old  Radnor  districts  during  the  last  quarter. 
No  deaths  occurred  in  the  County. 


Whooping  Cough — Occurred  chiefly  in  the  parishes  of  Llan- 
degley,  Llansantlfraed  and  Whitton  in  the  last  quarter.  There 
were  no  deaths  in  the  County  during  the  year. 


Influenza — This  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  County 
during  the  first  and  second  quarters  respectively.  There  were  10 
deaths  (5  males,  5 females),  1 in  the  Urban  Districts,  9 in  the 
Rural  Districts;  one  death  occurred  at  the  age  period  25 — 45 
years  and  the  remainder  at  the  ages  of  45  upwards. 


Smallpox — On  page  20  of  my  Annual  Report  for  192 1,  and 
in  succeeding  Reports,  I have  referred  to  this  disease,  which  is 
on  the  increase  in  England  and  Wales  on  account  of  non-vaccin- 
ation. The  percentage  of  children  (medically  inspected  in  1928) 
unvaccinated  was  38'9  (the  largest  percentage  37.7  among  entra- 
nts^ compared  with  45  for  1927. 


Particulars  in  regard  to  Vaccination  obtained  from  the 
different  Unions  were  given  on  page  22  of  my  Annual  Report  for 
1927. 
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Encephalitis  Lethargica— One  case  was  notified  during 
the  week  ended  October  20th  ; the  male  aged  53  years,  w as  a 
visitor  to  the  County. 

Puerperal  Fever,  Pyrexia — One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever 
was  notified  on  February  14th,  a married  woman  aged  i9  yeais, 
who  resided  in  the  Rhayader  Rural  District.  1 he  case  was 
admitted  to  the  Llandrindod  Wells  Hospital  on  February  14th, 
(under  arrangements  made  by  your  Authority)  and  discharged  on 
April  5th.  I have  previously  referred  to  cases  treated  :n  Hospital. 

A case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  notified  on  June  26th  ; a 
married  woman  aged  28  years,  who  resided  in  the  Rhayader 
Rural  Disrrict. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  during  the  year. 

Other  Diseases — There  were  no  notifications  of  Acute 
Polio-myelitis  or  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  during  the  year. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

Full  particulars  were  given  on  pages  29  and  30,  Annual 
Report  for  1923,  on  pages  30  and  31,  Annual  Report  for 
1925  and  on  page  23,  Report  for  1927. 

At  the  Rhayader  Hospital,  additional  accommodation  has 
been  provided  for  the  Nursing  Staff,  and  the  Hospital  is  now 
available  for  the  admission  of  a few  cases. 

In  February  a conference  was  held  at  Knighton,  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Knighton  and  Teme  Joint  Hospital  Board, 
the  Presteigne  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Rural  District 
Council  of  New  Radnor.  The  question  of  providing  improved 
Hospital  accommodation  near  Knighton  is  under  consideration; 
the  present  accommodation  of  the  Knighton  and  Teme  Joint 
Hospital  Board  is  unsatisfactory. 

Under  Section  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  your 
County  Council  is  asked  to  make  a survey  as  soon  as  practicable 
of  the  accommodation  in  your  area  and  to  prepare  a scheme  for 
the  provision  of  adequate  accommodation  providing  (a)  for 
arrangements  and  terms  of  accommodation  in  existing  Fever 
Hospitals  and  its  availability  for  transferred  cases  or  cases  in 
co-terminous  d is  Riots/  and  (b)  for  new  accommodadion. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  1928,  reports  of  34  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  notified  on 
Form  A.  (29  Pulmonary  and  5 Non-Pulmonary)  were  received 
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through  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  in  addition 
information  in  regard  to  2 deaths  fboth  Pulmonary),  which  had 
not  been  previously  notified  was  received  from  Dr.  Jordan,  the 
luberculosis  Physician  under  the  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association  Information  in  regard  to  1 case  (Non-Pulmonary) 
was  received  on  Form  D.  from  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  St. 

La  °Snl1:f  ’ Lowestoft-  Particulars  of  4 cases  (2  Pulmonary 
and  Z Non-Pulmonary)  were  obtained  from  the  death  returns  of 
1C.fi  cf1S*rar  breneral  ; these  cases  had  not  been  previously 


The  2 deaths  reported  by  the  Tuberculosis  Physician,  and  in 
regard  to  which  no  notifications  were  received,  occurred  in  the 
Llandrindod  Wells  and  Presteigne  Urban  Districts  respectively.

Deaths — During  the  year  there  were  15  deaths  from  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  (11  males.  4 females)  & 2 deaths  (2  females) 
from  Non. Pulmonary  Tuberculosis;  particulars  in  regard  to 
districts  and  age  periods  are  given  in  Tables  I and  II. 

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis — Information  was  received 
on  t orm  A.  in  regard  to  5 cases.  There  were  3 males  whose 
ages  weie  3,  16  and  25,  and  2 females  aged  2 and  4 \ears.  In 
respect  of  the  male  aged  3 years,  it  has  since  been  ascertained 
that  the  case  has  been  discharged  from  the  North  Wales  Sana- 
torium as  Non-Tuberculosis. 

One  male  (aged  1 6 years)  suffered  from  Tuberculosis  of  the 
hip  and  another  (aged  25  years)  from  Abdominal  Tuberculosis.  A 
female  (aged  2 years)  suffered  from  Lupus  and  another  (aged  4 
years)  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Peritoneum. 

There  was  no  notification  in  regard  to  a female  aged  31 
years,  who  died  from  Tubercular  Meningitis. 

Prevention  and  Treatment — Full  particulars  were  given 
on  pages  21 — 25,  Annual  Report  for  1924,  and  on  pages  34 — 39 
Annual  Report  for  1925.

Full  particulars  in  regard  to  prevention  and  treatment  were 
given  on  pages  42  and  43  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1925.  Dur- 
ing 1928,  1 male  with  Gonorrhoea  attended  at  the  Hereford 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  on  16  occasions* 

CANCER,  MALIGNANT  DISEASE. 

There  were  38  deaths  under  the  above  heading,  15  deaths  (5 
males,  10  females),  occurred  in  the  Urban  and  23  (17  males,  6 
females),  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

Information  in  regard  to  districts  and  age  periods  is  given 
in  Tables  I.  and  II,  Appendix. 

Particulars  in  regard  to  deaths,  during  the  5 years  1921 — 5 
were  given  on  page  44  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1925.  Cancer 
is  increasing  and  it  is  important  that  chronic  initation,  from 
whatever  source.  • should  be  prevented  and  medical  advice 
obtained  early.  Operative  treatment  is  only  successful  if  the 
disease  is  removed  completely  in  its  earliest  stage. 
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respiratory  disease 

There  were  24  deaths  from  Respiratory  Disease,  other  than 
1 uberculosis,  during  the  year  compared  with  25  in  1927.  Four 
deaths,  (3  males,  1 female)  occurred  in  the  Urban  and  20  (14  males 
6 females)  in  the  Rural  Districts.  Particulars  are  given  in 
Tables  I.  and  II.  Appendix. 

There  were  16  deaths  from  Bronchitis  Urban  2.  Rural  14  , 
and  6 deaths  from  Pneumonia,  Urban  2,  Rural  4. 

Information  in  regard  to  deaths  during  the  5 years,  1921 — 25 
is  given  on  pages  44  and  45  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1925. 

MENTAL  DISEASE. 

This  was  referred  to  on  pages  45  and  46,  Annual  Report  for 
1925. 

At  the  end  of  December  1928,  there  were  73  persons,  (25 
males,  48  females),  belonging  to  Radnorshire  in  the  Mid. Wales 
Mental  Hospital,  Talgarth.  Thirteen  persons  (6  males,  7 females) 
were  admitted  from  Radnorshire  during  the  year. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Lunacy  and 
Mental  Disorder,  published  in  1926,  the  importance  of  prevention 
of  Mental  Diseases  is  referred  to.  “There  is  no  definite  line  be- 
tween the  sane  and  the  insane,  it  is  a matter  of  degree.  The 
degrees  of  mental  instability  are  infinite.  The  number  of  persons 
who  could  avoid  certification  altogether  would  undoubtedly  be 
increased,  if  greater  facilities  existed  lor  those  who  are  willing 
to  submit  themselves  to  treatment.  1 lence  the  necessity  of  making 
provision  in  connection  with  existing  institutions  or  by  the  pro- 
vision of  new  institutions  for  the  treatment  of  Mental  Disease 
from  the  very  earliest  moment  of  the  appearance  of  its  symptoms” 

The  Report  further  states  : — 

“In  the  case  of  every  other  type  of  institution  for  the  treat- 
ment of  disease,  the  aim  is  to  get  into  touch  with  the  patient  at 
the  earliest  possible  stage  of  his  attack  and  to  ward  oil,  or  at 
least  mitigate  its  effects.  Not  so  with  the  case  of  mental  illness; 
contrary  to  the  accepted  canons  of  preventive  medicine,  the 
patient  who  is  becoming  mentally  ill  is  not  admitted  or  admis- 
sible to  most  of  the  Institutions  provided  for  his  treatment  until 
the  disease  has  progressed  so  fir  that  he  has  become  a certifiable 
lunatic.  Then,  and  then  only,  is  he  eligible  for  treatment." 

The  National  Council  for  Mental  Hygiene  is  doing  good  work 
in  drawing  attention  to  the  urgent  need  for  improved  facilities  for 
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the  treatment  of  poor  persons  suffering  from  nervous  or  mental 
break-down,  of  a type  which  does  not  constitute  insami);loi 
this  class  little  or  no  provision  at  present  exists,  vei)  lev\  id  the 
General  Hospitals — even  the  larger  Hospitals — provide  beds  for 
such  patients. 

Mental  illness  must  be  distinguished  from  feeblemindedness 
(mental  deficiency),  the  latter  is  a failure  of  mental  develoi  ment 
and  is  incurable,  while  mental  illness  is  often  preventable  ana  in 
many  cases  curable. 

In  connection  with  the  transfer  of  Poor  Law  Institutions 
under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  it  will  be  possible  for 
County  Councils,  singly  or  jointly,  to  make  provision  for  persons 
suffeiing  from  nervous  or  mental  break-down. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

Luring  1928,  12  throat  swabs  were  examined  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association,  London,  for  the  presence  of  Diphtheria 
bacilli.  In  1 case  there  was  a positive  result,  and  in  the  remain- 
ing 11  cases  the  results  were  negative. 

Eight  specimens  of  blood  were  examined  for  the  Wasserman 
re-action;  2 were  positive,  4 were  negative  and  2 were  of  doubtful 
re-action.

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Of  the  samples  of  milk,  2 were  slightly  deficient  in  butter  fat, 
1 verv  slightlv  deficient  in  solids  other  than  fat  and  one  sample 
contained  26%  of  added  water;  in  regard  to  the  latter,  an  infor- 
mal sample  was  taken  in  January,  1929  and  found  to  be  genuine. 

It  is  desirable  that  a definite  number  of  formal  samples 
should  be  taken  especially  of  milk;  in  1927,  in  4 of  thel3Welsh 
counties  the  number  of  formal  samples  submitted  per  1,000  of  the 
population  was  between  1 and  2 per  1,000  and  in  5 counties 
between  2 and  3. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  Part  hi.  6 (4)  there 
is  an  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  to 
inform  the  County  Council  in  regard  to  registration  of  Cow- 
keepers,  and  also  of  any  changes  in  registration.  I gave  particu- 
lars on  page  34  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1926-

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There  is  room  for  improvement  in  regard  to  cleanliness  of 
milk  ; this  matter  was  referred  to  on  page  30,  Annual  Report 
for  1925. 


Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk — 

1 wenty  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  by  Mr.  Powell, 
Inspector  of  Food  and  Drugs  and  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
examination,  ten  samples  were  taken  during  the  second  quarter 
of  the  year  and  five  during  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  respec- 
tively,^ the  samples  were  packed  in  ice.  Six  samples  were  taken 
from  5 purveyors,  whoresided  in  the  Urban  Districts  (Llandrin- 
dod Wells  2,  Presteigne  3J,  and  14  samples  from  11  purveyors 
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residing  in  the  Rural  Districts  (Colwyn  7,  Painscastle  2 and 
lvnayauei  l).  1 v\o  samples  were  taken  from  one  purveyor  resid- 

ing in  Llandrindod  Wells  Urban  District,  2 from  a purveyor  in 
Colwyn  Rural  District  and  3 from  another  purveyor  residing  in 
the  same  district. 

The  number  of  organisms  developed  on  agar  in  48  hours  at 
a temperature  of  37°c.  are  given  below;  the  numbers  refer  to 
colonies  developed  in  thousands  eg.  20 — i5  means  20 — 50,000 
orgenisons  perc.c.  of  the  milk.

In  5 milks  B.  coli  was  present  in  1-lOthcc.  and  in  4 milks 
in  1-10  c.c.  and  1-lOOthc.c.  To  conform  to  the  standard  of 
Grade  A. mi lk,  the  number  of  organisms  must  not  exceed  200,000 
per  c c.  and  B.  Coli  must  not  be  present  in  1—1 00th  c.c.C  ertified 
milk  must  not  contain  more  than  30,010  organisms  in  1 c.c. 
and  no  B.  Coli  in  1- 1 0th  c.c.  In  neither  case  must  the  milk  be 
treated  by  heat.  Nine  samples  conformed  to  the  standard  of 
Grade  A.  milk,  and  one  to  that  of  certified  milk;  this  accounts  for 
one  half  of  the  number  of  samples  taken.  Three  samples  con- 
formed to  the  standard  of  Grade  A.,  according  to  the  number  of 
organisms  present,  but  contained  B.  coli  in  1-  10th  c.c.  and  1 - 100th 
c.c.  Four  milks  conformed  to  Grade  A.  standard,  when  the  first 
sample  was  taken  but  not  in  respect  of  the  second  sample.  Three 
samples  were  taken  from  one  purveyor,  the  first  and  third  con- 
formed to  Grade  A.  milk,  but  the  second  sample  contained  B 
coli  in  1 - 1 0th  c.c.  and  1-lOOthcc.  There  is  room  for  improve- 
ment in  regard  to  cleanliness  of  milk,  this  matter  was  referred  to 
on  page  50,  Annual  Report  for  1925.  Cleanliness  of  Cowsheds, 
Cows,  Utensils  and  Milkers  is  very  essential. 

Clean  Milk  Competition — This  Competition,  organised 
by  the  Brecon  and  Radnor  (joint)  Agricultural  Education  Com- 
mittee was  held  in  1925  and  was  the  first  competition  of  its  kind 
to  be  organised  in  Wales,  and  was  open  to  farmers  from  the 
Counties  of  Brecon  and  Radnor.  The  Bacteriological  and 
Chemical  Examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Agricultural 
Department  of  the  University  of  Wales,  Aberystwyth.  The 
method  of  scoring  was  based  on  (1)  Bacterial  Count  (2)  Presence 
or  absence  of  Coliform  Bacteria,  (3)  Keeping  qualities  of  the  milk 
(4)  Fat  test  (5)  Sediment  test  and  (6)  Inspection  of  the  farm. 

Eleven  different  farms  (A  from  Radnor)  took  part  in  the 
competition  and  forwarded  samples  at  regular  fortnightly  inter- 
vals. surprise  samples  were  also  taken  by  members  of  the  Coun- 
ties’ staff.  The  second  prize  and  one  of  the  two  consolation 
prizes  went  to  Radnorshire.  The  Committee  awarded  a diploma 
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of  merit  and  each  competitor  qualified  (received  60  per  cent  of 
the  total  marks). 

The  third  clean  milk  competition  was  carried  out  from  Jan. 
1st  to  June  30th,  1928,  the  method  of  judging  and  awarding 
marks  was  on  the  same  lines  as  those  adopted  previously.  The 
number  of  organisms,  which  grew  on  jelly,  were  counted  and  the 
presence  or  absence  of  coliform  organisms  was  also  ascertained 
The  farm  inspections  were  carried  out  by  Mr.  Hatfield,  Divisional 
Dairy  Inspector,  and  by  Mr.  Thomas,  the  Agricultural  Organiser. 

The  Gold  Medal  and  Diplomas  of  Merit  were  given  by  the 
Committee,  and  the  Silver  and  Bronze  Medals  by  the  National 
Publicity  Council. 

Eight  different  farms  took  part  in  the  competitions,  the 
second  and  third  prizes  (Silver  and  Bronze  Medals)  went  to 
Radnorshire.  All  the  competitors  qualified  for  the  Committee’s 
Diploma  of  Merit,  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  number  of  competitors  was  not 
larger,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  such  competitions  are  exceed- 
ingly valuable;  it  was  found  that  the  quality  of  the  milk  received 
for  analysis  improved  considerably  as  the  competition  proceeded. 

The  importance  of  clean  milk  cannot  be  over-estimated, 
bacteria  are  present  in  dirt  and  the  milk  provides  good  material 
their  growth,  diarrhoea  and  other  diseases  are  the  consequences, 
infants  are  very  susceptible  to  the  effects  of  contaminated  milk. 

Tubercle  Bacilli  in  Milk — The  results  of  an  investigation 
carried  out  by  Dr  S.  Griffiths  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  show 
that  about  80  per  cent  of  all  children  under  the  age  of  5 years, 
who  suffer  from  Tubercular  Glands  of  the  neck,  are  infected  by 
the  bovine  variety  of  the  Tubercle  bacillus,  which  is  present  in 
milk.  In  Lupus  (Tuberculosis  affecting  the  face)  at  all  ages, 
there  is  infection  by  Bovine  bacilli  in  half  the  cases;  in  Bone  and 
Joint  tuberculosis,  Genito-Urinary  Tuberculosis  and  Meningitis, 
the  proportion  of  bovine  infection  is  one-fifth  to  one-sixth 
These  figures  prove  that  a very  considerable  amount  of  disease, 
and  loss  of  life,  especially  in  childhood,  is  caused  in  this  County 
by  the  bacilli  of  bovine  tuberculosis  and  the  chief  source  is  milk. 

During  1928,  6 samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  Mr.  Powell, 
Inspector  of  Food  and  Drugs  and  sent  for  examination  to  the 
Bacteriological  Department  of  the  University  of  Liverpool,  for 
examination  for  Tubercle  bacilli,  fortunately  these  were  not 
found.  A larger  number  of  samples  should  be  taken. 
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In  the  absence  of  regular  veterinary  inspection  of  cows,  this 
is  the  only  method  available  for  detecting  tuberculosis. 

The  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925,  aims  at  the  destruction  of 
the  most  dangerous  types  of  tuberculosis  in  bovines,  i.e.,  the 
the  animals  with  well-marked  disease  in  which  Tubercle  bacilli 
are  being  eliminated  into  the  surroundings  of  the  cow  (the 
bacilli  being^Jischarged  from  the  lungs,  and  excreta)  and  also  of 
all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  the  type  most  dangerous  to 
man,  as  the  milk  is  heavily  infected.  In  an  article  on  “Milk  and 
I uberculosis"  in  the  Journal  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute 
(December,  1928),  Dr.  Savage,  County  M.  O.  H.  for  Somerset, 
states  that  the  success  of  the  Order  depends  on  the  early  recog- 
nition and  destruction  of  infected  animals  before  they  have  had 
prolonged  opportunities  of  spreading  the  disease,  and  that  from 
this  point  of  view  the  Order  is  a complete  failure  as  it  is  at  pre- 
sent worked.  'The  animals  being  notified  are  for  the  most  part 
only  being  reported  and  slaughtered  in  the  late  stages  of  the  dis- 
ease, when  they  have  been  infective  for  long  periods  and  have 
done  most  of  the  harm  they  are  likely  to  do. 

In  addition  the  highly  dangerous  cases  of  udder  disease 
are  not  being  reported,  until  the  cows  have  in  many  cases  been 
distributing  Tubercle  bacilli  in  the  milk  for  long  periods.  'They 
are  mostly  notified  when  the  whole  animal  is  tuberculous  and 
the  udder  disease  an  incident  in  a more  widespread  infection. 

A real  endeavour  should  be  made  to  detect  infected  animals 
earlier  by  gaining  the  co-operation  of  the  farmer,  by  the  offer  of 
hep  veterinary  assistance  for  all  doubtful  cases  and  by  extending 
liir-  examinations  to  the  other  cows  on  a farm  containing  a 
reported  advanced  case,  as  may  be  done  under  the  Order.  To 
enable  the  above  measures  to  be  carried  out,  it  is  necessary  that 
a larger  grant  should  be  paid  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

Until  greater  precautions  are  taken  in  regard  to  cleanliness 
of  milk,  and  the  detection  of  early  Tuberculosis  in  cows,  it  is 
important  that  all  milk  should  be  pasteurised  (scalded)  before  use. 

HOUSING- 

On  pages  51  and  52,  Annual  Report  for  1925,  I gave  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  Housing,  and  pointed  out  that  bad  Housing 
conditions  were  detrimental  to  health. 

Particulars  in  tabular  form,  in  regard  to  Housing,  are 
required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  On  pages  34 — 36  of  my 
Annual  Report  for  1927,  I gave  information  in  regard  to  New 
Houses  erected  during  1927  and  also  information  extracted  from 
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the  Reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  in  regard 
to  defective  Houses,  1924 — 26.  No  information  under  the  above 
headings,  has  been  given  in  the  past  in  the  Annual  Reports  for 
Rhayader  and  New  Radnor  Rural  Districts. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1927. 

Information  was  given  in  regard  to  this  Act  on  page  37  of 
my  Annual  Report  for  1927.  During  the  year,  2 applications  were 
made  to  your  Council  for  assistance,  and  in  each  case  a grant 
of  £TS  was  given.  In  connection  with  one  house  (empty),  the 
walls  of  the  living  rooms  were  raised,  and  a new  roof  was  made 
on  a higher  level  than  the  old  one,  new  attics  and  floors,  paint- 
ing and  boiler  were  provided  : this  house  contains  3 bedrooms. 
The  other  house  was  occupied.  The  walls  were  raised,  a new 
roof  piovided  instead  of  the  old  thatch;  3 new  windows  were 
fixed  and  a new  staircase,  and  the  bedrooms  were  partitioned. 

In  some  Counties  in  England  and  Wales,  e.g.  Devon  and 
Pembroke,  a good  deal  of  work  has  been  carried  out  under  the 
Act,  there  are  a number  of  houses  in  Radnorshire,  which 
should  be  dealt  with. 

GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Pollution — A communication,  dated  September  21st,  1928 
was  received  by  your  Authority  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Reference  was  made  to  the  first  Report  of  the  joint  Advisory 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  ; this  Committee  was  of  opinion  that 
there  should  be  an  authority  exercising  jurisdiction  over  rivers 
and  their  tributaries  as  a whole,  so  far  asnon-tidal  rivers  are  con- 
cerned. They  emphasise  the  fact  that  a body  acting  throughout 
the  whole  of  the  greater  part  of  a river  basin,  and  especially 
charged  with  the  duty  of  preventing  pollution,  is  more  effective 
than  a body  operating  only  in  a limited  area. 

Attention  is  drawn  in  the  above  letter  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  Hof  the  Local  Government  Act,  1888.  Under  this 
Section  the  Minister  is  empowered  on  an  application  by  a County 
Council,  to  set  up  by  Provisional  Order  a joint  Committee,  or 
other  body  for  the  prevention  of  Pollution  over  a wide  area,  and 
to  confer  on  that  body  all  the  powers  of  a Sanitary  Authority, 
under  the  powers  of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Act,  1876.  The  Minister 
requested  that  each  County  Council,  not  a constituent  member 
of  a joint  body  for  the  prevention  of  pollution,  should  immedia- 
tely consider  the  advisibility  of  making  an  application  under 
this  Section,  The  rivers  which  concern  your  Council  are,  the 
Wye  and  Severn  with  their  tributaries,  and  I would  advise  that 
action  be  taken  accordingly. 
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I gave  particulars  of  pollution  in  Radnorshire  on  page  53  of 
my  Annual  Report  for  1925. 

Scavenging — In  the  town  of  Rhayader  there  is  no  provision 
for  the  removal  of  refuse  from  houses  and  shops.  There  is  no 
destructor  in  the  towns  of  Knighton  and  Presteigne. 


BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 


During  the  year,  2 males  aged  54  & 73  years  ; and  2 females 
aged  53  and  68  years  were  registered. 

Two  males  aged  72  and  73  years  ; and  a female  aged  57 
died  during  the  year;  a male  aged  49  years  removed  to  Here- 
fordshire. 


At  the  end  of  December,  1928,  there  were  33  persons  (17 
males,  16  females)  in  Radnorshire,  on  the  Register,  the  ages  were 
as  follows  : — 

Males— 7,  21,  22,  24,  25,  34,  53  (2)  54,  63,  64,  65,  67,  73,  78, 
79  and  91. 


Females— 18,  22,  40  (2)  43,  53,  60,  68,  72,  74.  75,  78,  79,  83, 
84  and  85. 


Training — A male  aged  22  years  was  in  the  Royal  Midland 
Institution,  Nottingham,  and  a male  aged  25  years  in  the 
Swansea  Institution  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A female  aged  22  years,  who  entered  the  Swansea  Institution 
in  April  1926,  left  in  March,  1928. 

Employed — A male  aged  24  years,  boot  repairer,  who  is  a 
Home-Worker,  receives  4/-  a week  in  augmentation  of  his  earn- 
ings. Four  males  follow  occupations  as  follows  : — Tuner 
(27,  Labourer  (1),  other  (1).  A female  is  a domestic  servant. 


LTnemployable — During  the  year  your  Authority  granted  2/6 
week  to  a female.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  2 males  and  2 females 
each  received  2/6  a week. 

Other — A boy  aged  7 years,  who  was  blind  and  an  idiot, 
was  admitted  to  the  Mid-Wales  Mental  Hospital,  Talgarth,  on 
August  13th,  1928. 
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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  47  persons  (23  males  and 
24  females) ; mentally  defective  children,  other  than  Imbeciles, 
are  not  on  the  Register. 

There  were  2 males  aged  16  and  22  years,  in  Stoke  Park 
Colony,  near  Bristol  and  Forden  Institution,  Montgomery,  res- 
pectively, and  2 females  aged  10  and  34  years  in  Caersws  Insti- 
tution, Montgomery  and  Pantglas  Hall,  Carmarthenshire  respec- 
tively. The  boy  aged  16  years  was  admitted  to  Stoke  Park 
Colony  on  Nov.  11th,  1922. 

Application  was  made  by  the  Poor  Law  Authorities  for  the 
transfer  of  cases  under  Sec.  30  (II)  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act, 
1913,  in  respect  of  the  male  aged  22  in  Kington  Poor  Law  Insti- 
tution and  the  2 females  referred  to  above  in  Kington  and  Knigh- 
ton Poor  Law  Institutions  ; your  Authority  agreed  to  transfer 
the  cases  to  Institutions,  and  after  presentations  of  petitions  and 
the  granting  of  the  necessary  orders,  they  were  admitted  to  For- 
den on  August  10th,  to  Caersws  on  December  1st,  and  to  Pantglas 
Hall  Institution  on  December  22nd. 

Under  the  Official  Seal  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  dated  Nov. 
23rd,  1928,  an  order  was  made  under  Section  29  of  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Act,  1913,  constituting  the  Counties  of  Brecon,  Cardi- 
gan, Carmarthan,  Pembroke  and  Radnor,  a joint  Board. 

Accommodation  is  available  in  the  Pantglas  Institution  for 
females  from  the  age  of  7 years  upwards. 

During  the  year  a room  for  20  low  grade  patients  has  been 
provided  and  there  is  now  accommodation  for  100  patients  in  the 
Institution. 

The  provision  of  accommodation  for  male  patients  is  now 
under  consideration
